Police Chief, 11 Others Held 
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Amendment 23 
Gives the Vote 
| To Washington

WASHINGTON—The United States finally gave its 


capital the vote Wednesday. 
As a result Washington's citi-|§ 


zens for the first time in over 
160 years will be able to vote for 
president and vice president in 
1964. Between 200,000 and 250,000 
persons are expected to vote 
then. 


The city’s century-long strug- 
gle for voting citizenship was won 
at 1:14 Wednesday afternoon in 
Topeka, when the Kansas Legis- 
lature became the 38th state to 
ratify the 23rd Amendment to the 
Constitution. 


The amendment empowers 
Washington residents to vote for 
the top two places on the national 
ticket every four years and gives 
the city three electors in the 
Electoral College. This is the 
minimum number now accorded 
4he six least populous states— 
‘Alaska, Delaware, Hawaii, Ne- 
vada, Vermont and Wyoming— 
‘all of which have less population 
than Washington. 


The city’s historic status as a 
ward of the federal government 
without self-governing powers re- 
mains undisturbed, and the fight 
for home rule goes on. 


. Ratification of the 23rd Amend- 
ment produced nothing to com- 
pare with the jubilant street 
scenes in Alaska and Hawaii that 
marked those territories’ acces- 
sion to statehood in recent years. 
But Washington is a blase town 
about its historic events. 


- The occasion was celebrated 
‘with headlines in the afternoon 
papers, statements from Presi- 
‘dent Kennedy and a few senators 
who interrupted discussion of a 
‘sugar quota bill, ebullient edi- 
torials and, on the tidal basin, a 
‘sudden full blooming of the Jap- 
~anese cherry blossoms. 


-’ The constitutional amendment, 
which passed Congress last year, 
was ratified by the requisite 
three-fourths of the states in the 
‘unusually fast time of 286 days 
after: Congress completed action. 


- Only one other amendment— 
the 12th, requiring electors to vote 
separately for president and vice 
president — was approved more 
quickly by the states. That one 
was ratified in about 200 days, 
the exact figure depending upon 
differing computing bases. 


. Final ratification had developed 
over last weekend into a contest 
between Ohio and Kansas. Kan- 
Sas, celebrating the centennial 
of ‘its admission to the Union, 
wanted the honor of being 38th. 
dts legislative leaders urged Ohio 
yo act first at 37th. 


The Ohio Legislature declined. 
A waiting game developed. Then, 
shortly after noon Wednesday, 
New Hampshire began to move. 
At 1:01 p.m. the New Hampshire 
House approved the amendment 
and became the 37th to ratify. 


In Topeka, meanwhile, the Kan- 


sas House had recessed. at 11:15 
m.—Kansas time—for lunch un- 
der an agreement to stay out 
until 3:30 p.m. 


At 12:03 p.m. a newspaper re- 
porter, learning of New Hamp- 
shire’s action, told Speaker Wil- 
liam Mitchell that Ohio was plan- 
ning to move fast to beat Kansas 
to the punch. Speaker Mitchell 
went into action and had the 
chamber half filled in seven min- 
utes. Four minutes later, at 1:14 
p.m. Washington time, Kansas 
had had its way. 


In Columbus, Ohio, Frank W. 
King, the Democratic Senate lead- 
er, observed, “Ohio managed to 
miss the boat again.”’ Ohio be- 
came the 39th state to ratify, 42 
minutes behind Kansas. 


Of 40 states to which the amend- 
ment has now been submitted, 
only Arkansas has rejected it. 
The only Southern state to ratify 
was Tennessee. The amendment 
is still pending in other Southern 
legislatures. 


There has long been heavy 
southern opposition to enfranchis- 
ing the District of Columbia be- 
cause of its heavy Negro popula- 
tion. The last census showed that 
54 per cent of the district’s popu- 
lation of 763,956 was Negro.

Washington is understood to be 
ready to consider giving extra 
funds to the organization as vol- 
untary contributions over its reg- 
ular assessments as an emer- 
gency means of easing the finan- 
cial squeeze. Britain and Canada 
also are said to be looking into 
that possibility because of the 
huge burden of the Congo cost. 


The costs amounted to $48,500,000 
in 1960 and are expected to reach 
$120 million this year, or twice 
that of all other expenses of the 
U.N. 


A move was underway Wednes- 
day night to extend Secretary- 
General Dag Hammarskjold’s tem- 
porary authorization to commit 
more funds for the troops in the 
Congo. That authorization, which 
permitted him to commit up to 
$24 million for the first three 
months of 1961, expires Friday, 
leaving him no means of giving 
further financial support. 


But the budget committee now 
is expected to be asked Thursday 
to continue his present authority 
until the assembly makes a final 
decision. 


On the question of France—the 


first major power to balk at pay- 


ing for the Congo—there still was 
no official confirmation here on 
the refusal by either the French 
or the U.N. authorities concerned.

The United States and Soviet 
delegates, it is understood, will 
explain to the committee Thurs- 
day that they have agreed to dis- 
agree on the machinery for re- 
sumed disarmament negotiations.

Mobutu, commander-in-chief of 
Congolese troops under the control 
of the central government, an- 
nounced that his envoy, Col. Louis 
Bomboso, had met at the ‘‘front’’ 
in the northern Congo with a 12- 
officer delegation sent there by 
Gen. Victor Lundula, commander 
of the forces under the control of 
the Gizenga regime. 5 


The general said he was con- 
ducting the military talks at the 
direction of President Jeseph Kas- 
avubu. 


Mobutu made his announcement 
at a news conference called by 
Premier Joseph Ileo, head of the 
central government. Foreign min- 
ister Justin Bomboko and Interior 
Minister Cyrille Adoula also were 
present. The Congolese leaders ap- 
peared confident and in high 
spirits. 


As a result of those talks, he 
said, Lundula withdrew his troops 
from the 200-mile front, which fol- 
lows the border between the two 
northern provinces. Mobutu called 
his adversary’s decision ‘‘a ges- 
ture of goodwill.” 


He said he had refused to order 
a similar withdrawal of his own 
troops because of previous attacks 
by troops of the Gizenga regime, 
which has headquarters at Stan- 
leyville, capital of Eastern Prov- 
ince. However, Mobutu said he 
had made a formal commitment 
that his men would make no ag- 
gressive move. 


Premier Ileo declared that a 
U.N. secretariat commission now 
visiting the Congo had recognized 
the “‘legitimacy’’ of his govern- 
ment. The commission, composed 
of Francis C. Nwokedi of Nigeria 
and Robert Gardiner of Ghana, 
has been negotiating the imple-

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Good Riddance, 
But What Now? 


Georgia was the only state in the 
Union to have such a law as this. 


Countless men have been convicted 
in Georgia courts without being allowed 
to defend themselves in sworn testimony. 


Some of them made unsworn state- 
ments. But they were denied guidance by 
their lawyers while doing it. 

Overnight this changed. The Supreme 
Court struck down the part of the law de- 
nyving a lawyer's help to the defendant. 
And Judge E. E. Andrews has now struck 
down the rest of it in Atlanta. He declares 
that a man on trial has the constitutional 
right to testify under oath. 

At last the courts have changed a bad 
law which Georgia lawmakers ‘declined to 
change. 

Yet this is more than a question of 
tardiness. The countless men convicted 
under the old rule did not get the same 
kind of trial they would get now. This 
ought not to sit easily on the consciences 
of Georgians. 

Apathy and inaction are permitting 
many other faulty laws to exist. Yet 
nothing is being done to bring the antique 
Georgia criminal code up to 20th century. 

Reform ought to be done by the men 
who are supposed to make the law, the 
legislators. To delay is to hand more of 
their power to the judiciary—or to let 
their guilt be taken out of the hides of 
yet other accused Georgians.

Georgians who have been asked to 
join the John Birch Society ought to 
read with care California Attorney Gen- 
eral Stanley Mosk’s “tests” to determine 
if a group is fanatical and anti-demo- 
cratic.

There are Communist dupes and there 
are Fascist dupes. Both serve our enemy. 
If we apply the above tests carefully we 
can avoid giving aid to the Communist 
Party.

Let Candidates Talk 
About State Debt, Too 


Before promising them more of the 
same, those who aspire te be future gov- 
ernors and legislators of this state should 
take time out to explain just how much 
of their future tax funds must be ap- 
plied to paying off a state indebtedness 
which already approaches a half-billion 
dollars. 

As of Dec. 31, 1960, the state owed 
$287,773,000, not including $90,426,069.50 
in interest which must be paid. When 
currently authorized obligations are sold, 
the debt will total $497,273,000. What the 
total interest on it all will be not even 
the state auditor will hazard a guess. 

What everyone must remember—poli- 
ticilans and citizens alike—is that the 
money somehow must be repaid or we 
must adopt a system of a perpetually 
revolving debt which grows greater all 
the time and interest payments with it. 
That is what’s being proposed for the 
Rural Roads Authority. The danger to 
the state’s fiscal health and to the fu- 
ture growth of its economy is real indeed.

When 20,000 people in the capital citv 
of one of our allies stone our embassy and 
shout “Down with America” it is natural 
for us to be disheartened. 

This is not because we feel our policy 
of buying friends has failed. We never had 
such a policy. It is because we feel people 
who are—or should be—our friends have 
failed to understand what is happening in 
the world. 

This rioting is in Lisbon. It is a result 
of a basic change in American policy, a 
change that was announced late one re- 
cent afternoon when Adlai Stevenson “re- 
gretfully” said that he was in disagree- 
ment with the position taken on Angola 
by other Western members of the U.N. 
Security Council. 

This did not mean the United States 
chose Africa over Europe, new nations 
over old allies. It meant we recognized 
that old allies could survive only if the 
new nations could be persuaded to follow 
the path of the United States (and France 
and England) instead of the path of 
Russia. 

The riots are unpleasant. The stakes 
in Africa are great enough, however, so 
that we should be able to put up with to- 
day’s unpleasantness in order to insure to- 
morrow’s security. If Africa turns to Rus- 
sia, the price of security will be far great- 
er than bruised feelings and broken win- 
dows in Portugal.

From the outside, foreign crises—in Laos and elsewhere— 


move implacably upon him. From the inside, a conservative coali- 
tion of Deep Southerners and Republicans in the House of Repre- 
sentatives offers determined challenges to some aspects of his 


domestic program. 

Fate and circumstances have 
put an end to that period in 
which the President seemed to 
be skimming along with such ease 
over the sea of his problems. 
Now, he is sailing against the 
tide both as captain of this na- 
tion's foreign affairs and as 
skipper of a democratic crew 
which in home policy sometimes 
thinks it knows the better where 
the ship ought to go. 

The President, moreover, is 
compelled to walk a thin line be- 
tween using persuasion and flatly 
applying the naked power of the 
presidency against dissident Dem- 
ocrats. Some Democrats whose 
assistance he most requires—and 
obtains—on some issues are the 
first to create difficulties for him 
on other issues. Some Republi- 
cans who are giving him the 
greatest trouble in his domestic 
plans are absolutely vital to him 
in his foreign policy purposes. 

He is in a situation where the 
world is increasingly in dangerous 
turmoil in precisely those days 
and weeks in which he musi de- 
velop his domestic leadership. 
The only wholly favorable news 
he has had of late is from the 
home economy. There are ac- 
cumulating signs that the busi- 


ness slump is drawing to its 
close. 

Thus it is that these are far 
from restful days to the man in 
the White House. His schedule 
is necessarily a hurried, crowded 
blend. At one moment he meets 
and deals with one of the world’s 
powerful men—a British prime 
minister, an African president, a 
Scandinavian leader. At another 
he is deep in conversation with 
domestic politicians on minimum 
wages, on depressed-area bills, 
and all the rest. 

Still, the President in his home 
setting—in the White House—of- 
fers the very opposite of any im- 
pression of a harassed and worried 
man. In the now casual atmos- 
phere of that old mansion, he 
moves about unhurriedly, acting 
on a great variety of matters 
calmly and decisively. 

He speaks laconically and with- 
out any sense of strain or ur- 
gency. He takes plenty of time, 
usually, at his lunch, and is in 
fact less thin and far less in- 
tense-looking than before he took 
office. 

He well knows that this is a 
hard spring. But, in the common 
expression, it surely is not get- 
ting him down.

To Nasser Policy 


CATRO—One of neutralism’s most impor- 

& Ys tant leaders is President Nasser of the United 
ke ” Arab Republic. Nasser calls his policy ‘“‘non- 
alignment,”’ but it is neither quite so 


“‘non-aligned”’ as he fancies 


nor as “aligned’’ as we sometimes imagine. 


His attitude toward other na- 
tions is measured more in terms 
of their policy toward Israel 
than toward the UAR itself. 
The United States as a result 
can never enjoy entirely friendly 
relations while the Israel-Arab 
argument remains unsettled. 

Nasser feels we are unreason- 
ably prejudiced against the Arab 
side. 

He does not back Khrushchev’s 
scheme for dividing U.N. au- 
thority into a self-paralyzing se- 
ries of triumvirates. Nasser told 
me he favors reform of the U.N. 
which has grown so much during 
16 years; but he doesn’t endorse 
Moscow's proposal and thinks any 
changes must be studied care- 
fully. 

Nasser is only mildly impressed 
by our new African policy. He 
fears the Congo is disintegrating 
under the present confederation 
system and that soon each tribe

Nasser says he is urging the 
Algerian rebels to try and ne-

minister. He adds: “During the 
past few days I advised Algerian 
leaders to seek their goals by 
peaceful means if possible.” 

Algerian peace, however, would 
not automatically restore diplo- 
matic relations with Paris. Nas- 
ser argues that France is Israel’s 
main source of military and nu- 
clear equipment. So _ France, 
more than the United States if 
less than England—despite British 
participation in the Suez war— 
is seen as hostile regardless of 
Algeria’s future. 

The touchstone is Israel. So 
long as Israel “‘exists,’’ Nasser 
contends, the UAR is threatened 
with another war. 

The mere fact, consequently, 
that Washington affects a neu- 
tral attitude on Palestine is seen 
here as eutral. It inflames 
a deliberately self-excited reac- 
tion even when relations on other 
issues seem friendly. And, so 
long as Moscow and Peiping op- 
pose Israel, they are regarded 
through a rosy lens. 

Nasser is certainly not with us; 
but he is not wholly against us 
either.

Of course we must not back 
away from the crisis in Laos. But 
what I want to know is when are 
we—all of us in the Western hem- 
isphere—going to stop backing 
away from the crisis in Cuba? 

The Communist takeover is 
now nearly complete in Cuba and 
still the United States and the 
whole Organization of American 
States are self-hypnotized into in- 
action by an intellectual theory— 
the theory of nonintervention— 
which has no relationship — to 
reality. 

Have we all got to stand impo- 
tent and immobile, paralyzed by 
the theory of ‘“nonintervention”’ 
until Castro has intervened so 
widely that it is too: late?

Grew Out of His Recuperation 


Last week in this space we had our say about rocking chairs in general and 
rocking chair Presidents in particular. As luck would have it, the day that piece 
came out, one of the most famous rocking chair fans in the world—Thomas E. 
‘n’ Rockin’ Club’’"—came to town. His errand was 


appreciate the therapeutic value 
of the rocker.

Mr. Saxe, who has written 
pieces for many national maga- 
zines and has a book. coming 
out on the efficacy of rocking, 
has a collection of about 300 
chairs which he hopes someday 
to house in a museum in Stan- 
ford, Conn.

Club” and to commemorate the 
birthplace of this historic or- 
ganization, he has placed a giant 
rocker on his restaurant in 
Sarasota.

Too Much Pressure 


Is Hard on a Child 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER M.D. 

Dear Dr. Molner: I would like to know if pulling children’s 
hair can cause stuttering. The mother of my two grandsons— 
| 2 and 6 years old—pulls their hair as often as they are naughty. 
Sometimes I have counted up to six times a day. They scream 


and rub their heads.—Mrs. R. G. 


No, hair-pulling doesn’t “cause! 
stuttering.”” But sometimes a 
youngster starts to stutter when, 
for one reason or another, he’s 
just trying too hard to do what- 
ever he thinks he’s supposed to 
do. 


Too much pressure, too much 
fear, too much uncertainty are 
hard on any child or any adult. 


Most young ones are naughty 
some of the time. In fact, that’s 
the way children learn. They try 
this and that. They don’t know, 
automatically, what's right and 
wrong. They have to learn. 


When they are praised or re- 
warded for doing something, they 
learn that it is right. When they 
are punished for doing something 
they learn that it is wrong. 


And when for doing the same 
thing they sometimes are re- 
warded and sometimes punished 
they naturally become confused. 


Rarely is it necessary to hurt a 
child—some experts say it is 
never necessary. I'm not so sure. 
I think sometimes a moderate but 
immediate spank is the best way 
to make clear the right way to 
behave. 


Other times it’s much more ef- 
fective to tell a child to sit in a 
corner for five or 10 minutes. 
More frequently, it’s sufficient 
just to say firmly, ‘That's not 
the way to do.” 


But pulling the hair is never the 
way to discipline a child. And 
when it is done all the time and 
the child screams with pain you 
can be sure he is being hurt more 
than just physically. The child is 
being frightened and abused—not 
taught.

When declarer surveys a hand 
in order to determine wherein 
lies his best chance for fulfilling 
contract, his own best interests 
will be served if he doesn’t over- 
look the remotest chance. He 
may strike the lode vein in the 
least likely spot and it should 
therefore be prospected, particu- 
larly when it can be done at no 
extra cost. 


In today’s hand the chances 
for fulfilment were multiple, but 
the least had to be first. West 
made the safe opening of the 
jack of clubs and when dummy 
appeared there was no doubt that 
the slam bid was justified. We 
should like to register, here, our 
indorsement for the crisp and ac- 
curate manner in which it was 
reached. 


It was immediately -apparent 
that 11 tricks were available and 
two chances for the 12th could 
be seen at a glance. The ace of 
hearts could be on-side or the 
clubs might divide favorably. 
However, on further examination 
a third but rather remote chance 
came to light. 


If either opponent held Q-J-x in 
diamonds, the ten of diamonds 
could be promoted to winning 
rank. 


Since the diamond and club 
chances could be _ investigated 
without risking defeat, it be- 
hooved declarer to explore these 
first and in that order. South 
therefore extracted trump and 
then played the ace, king of dia- 
monds. Dummy was reached 
with a club and declarer ruffed 
a third round of diamonds. When 
the diamond plays felled both 
queen and jack, the ten of dia- 
monds provided a parking place 
for one heart.

Is castor oil fattening? I am 
overweight, and don’t want to 
add to it, but I often take castor 
oil as a laxative.—Mrs. H. Y. 


The number of calories you 
may get from castor oil isn’t a 
significant factor in your weight 
problem. But it’s a rather harsh 
laxative and you'd do well to stay 
away from this potent purge. In- 
stead, rely on more fruit and veg- 
etables for the bulk they pro- 
vide—and substituting them for 
higher-calorie foods will help the 
weight problem. If, occasionally, 
you need a further assist, min- 
eral oil will be all right. But near- 
ly all of us can get along without 
laxatives if we go about it in the 
right way.

Says State Women Voters League 


Negro and white schools in Georgia are not operating under 
the separate but equal premise, the Georgia League of Women 
Voters said Wednesday. 


Using a study of the State Education department's report 
for the two years ended June 30, 1958, the league said that the 
state spends more money per student for white schools than it 
does for Negro schools. 


“While Georgia’s schools are separate, they are not equal 
with respect to per capita expenditures in the major areas of 
instruction, plant operation and plant maintenance,” the league 
said. 


It attacked a state law to subsidize students who want to 
attend private schools to avoid integration. 


“If Georgia has not been able, before 1958, through its far- 
sighted program of state spending under the Minimum Founda- 
tion Program to support equitably two kinds of schools, how can 
three kinds be supported?” the league asked.

Miss Beeky’s Flair for Exiting Tight Places 


Lands Her Job as Ist Lady Parole Board Head 


By BETTY CARROLLTON 


{ tomboy’s flair for getting 
into—and out of—tight spots set 
her trail-blazing pace for 
women in Georgia politics. 


Today that tomboy is Mrs. 
Rebecca Rainey Garrett, a 
petite great-grandmother who's 
official “‘boss lady’’ of some 
12,200 law breakers on parole 
or probation in Georgia. 


Affectionately known every- 
where as Miss Becky, she’s the 
only woman serving as chair- 
man of a pardon and parole 
board, and the first woman to 
head a department of state gov- 
ernment in Georgia. 


“Even as a child,” recalled 
Mrs. Phoebe L. Mosley of 
Barnesville, ‘‘my sister had a 
flair for politics—that is, the 
ability to get out of tight spots.’’ 


MEAN GOOSE 

Mrs. Mosley recalled a child- 
hood incident to illustrate her 
point: “‘We had an old goose 
with a mean temper,” she re- 
lated. “That gcose would peck 
at the legs of anyone who came 
within his reach, and Beck was 
his pet target. There was a 
running feud between the girl 
and the goose. 


“One day, Beck said some- 
thing real sassy to our mother, 
who was a 90-pound, stern dis- 
ciplinarian. Mama asked, ‘What 
did you say, Rebecca?’ 


Quick as a flash, Beck re- 
plied, ‘Oh, I was just talking 
to that old goose!’ ”’ 


A member of the joint State 
Pardon and Parole Board since 
1948, the Georgian was, for 
many vears, the only woman 
member of a parole board in 
the U.S. Now a few other states 
have women on their boards. 


FATHER’S POLITICS 
‘'I suppose I was born into this 


work," she said. “Certainly I 
grew up in the world of politics.”’ 
Her father, the late Joseph A 
Laing. was a circuit solicitor 
general for 23 vears and later 
a city court judge in Dawson, 
where Miss Becky was born. 


Her first husband, the late 
Clem E. Rainey, was a member 
of the old Prison Commission of 
Georgia, as was his father be- 
fore him. 

Although he was first ap- 
pointed to the prison commission 


by Gov. Eugene Talmadge, Mr 
Rainey later ran for the post 
on a statewide basis. 


During the ,eignt years Mr. 
Rainey was on the prison com- 
mission. his auburn-haired wife 
had a lot of contact with mem- 
bers of the state legislature. 
In 1944, she ran against two men 
for the State Senate to repre- 
sent the 11th District of Terrell, 
Randolph and Clay counties. 


She got twice as many votes as 
her two opponents combined.

65 YEARS OLD 

Frankly 65 years of age, Miss 
Becky still has amazing energy 
and a capacity for work that 
dates back to her childhood life 
on the family farm. 


“IT cut wood, drove horses, 
helped with the peach crop,” 
she recalled.. 


While she considers it ‘‘a 
great honor’ to be head of the 
parole board, Miss_ Becky 
shrugs off any hint that it is 


a special accomplishment at 
her age. 
The vivacious great-grand- 


mother has strong convictions 
about her job, its problems and 
its personal rewards. In this 
state, the three-man pardon 
and parole board has commuta- 
tion power in death cases, 
rather than the governor. Miss 
Becky ‘‘makes no bones’’ about 
her position. 


“In some cases,” she de- 
clared, “I believe capital pun- 
ishment is just. Take, for in- 
stance, a man who criminally 
assaults a little girl, kills her 
and throws her;body in the riv- 
er. | see no reason to free him 
so he might again become a 
menace to society.”’ 

96 CASES 

Since she’s been on_ the 
board, she’s participated in 96 
capital punishment cases. In 65 
instances, the death penaity 
was permitted to stand, with 
Mrs. Garrett dissenting only 
twice; in the other 31, commu- 
tation was granted.

‘The neighbors came over for about two weeks and we worked 
on the quilt,’ said Mrs. Leard. ‘“‘Some came in the morning 
and some at night. I furnished the needles and thread and food. 
And I might add that in the entire period we drank 40 gallons of 
coffee.”’ 

In addition to the quilt, Mrs. Leard made (without the help 
of her neighbors) a matching dust ruffle for her bed. The soft 
shade of lavender blends beautifully with the lime-colored wall-to- 
wall carpeting in her bedroom. Accessories pick up the two 
shades in a harmonious effect. 


Mrs. Leard’s quilt is quite a decorative object and, unlike many 
of its American ancestors, it is made of NEW material. 


The earliest quilts were probably crazy quilts and made of rem- 
nants of worn-out wool and linen garments. Later, printed cottons 
of various kinds were used. By the mid-1800s when quilts were 
made as much for show as for warmth, crazy quilts and others 
were made of bits of silk and. velvet, sometimes painted and 
trimmed with featherstitching. 


AUTOGRAPHED 


In the 1840s and 1850s autographed quilts were in fashion. 
Also album or friendship quilts were made for presentations. 
Each block was sewn and signed by a different friend.

Corbett Jr., 32, was convicted late 
Wednesday of murdering wealthy 
Adolph Coors III 13 months ago in 
a half- million-dollar kidnap 
scheme. 


The verdict carries a manda- 
tory sentence of life in prison. |

District Judge Christian D. Ston- | 
er read the verdict to a crowded | 
courtroom after the jury of eight | 
men and four women deliberated | 
16 hours. 


Corbett accepted the decision 
calmly, but blinked nervously be- | 
hind thick glasses and clasped his | 
hands on the table before him. | 


The dramatic scene ended a trial | 
of two weeks and three days in | 
which Corbett’s attorneys offered | 
no defense other than to attack | 
the state’s case as one built on| 
speculation, conjecture and - 
mise. 


Corbett, an escaped California | 
murderer, was accused of slaying | 
Coors Feb. 9, 1960, in an abortive | 
kidnap attempt. The prosecution 
claimed he schemed for two years 
to abduct the 44-vear-old head of | 
the Adolph Coors Co. Brewery and 
ransom him for $500,000. | 


The verdict was met with taut | 
silence in the courtroom where an | 
estimated 250 people were seated | 
and stood lining the walls. | 


Neither Corbett nor his attor- | 
neys, William H. Erickson and | 
Malcolm Mackay, would com- 
ment. Defense counsel was grant- | 
ed 30 days to file motions for a 
new trial. 


The jurors, too, refused to talk 
to reporters. The foreman, Leroy

| Substantial foods prepared with simplicity are tradition in New England. Veg- 


etable roots and seafood are part of a New Englander’s heritage and they are re- 
sponsible for building a stamina that withstands the bitter cold climate of New Eng- 
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: land. 


“With ali of me nourishment 
in fish chowcder,”’ said Mrs. 
Richard Churchill of 3295 Math- 
ieson Drive, NE., “it's no won- 
der that the President looked 
so healthy during the cam- 
paign.’’ Mrs. Churchill grew up 
in Portland, Me., and admits 
that most New. Englanders de- 
pend on Fish Chowder for 
strength. 

“You: see,”” she pointed out, 
“almost every morning you 
have to go outside and shovel 
snow—that is if you want out— 
and a bowl of rich fish chowder 
gives you that energy.”’ 


“Fish chowder should never 
he made with water,”’ contends 
Mrs. Churchill and Mrs. James 
Sims of 2660 Rivers Road, NW, 
agrees. Mrs. Sims is a native 


of Bar Harbor, Me. They Doth 
believe that the following recipe 
is the Traditional Maine Fish 
Chowder. 


TRADITIONAL MAINE 
FISH CHOWDER 


lbs. cod or haddock 

qt. potatoes, sliced thin 
onions, sliced thin 

lb. salt pork 

tsp. salt 

tsp. pepper 

cups milk, scalded 


Slice fish into fillets but cook 
head and bones with 2 cups of 
water for 10 minutes. Strain 
and set aside the broth. Slice 
the salt pork and cube it. Fry 
gently and when crisp remove 
the pork bits and set aside. 
Add potatoes to the fat in a 
deep pot. Add onions, liquor 
from fish and add one more

cup of water and cook about 15 
minutes, or until potatoes are 
soft. Add salt, pepper, scalded 
milk and fish. Simmer gently 
for 10 minutes or until the fish 
is soft. Crumble 8 or 10 unsalt- 
ed soda crackers (‘or Boston 
common crackers) and add to 
the pork scraps. Stir and pour 
into a large tureen and serve. 
This chowder is a very filling 
dish and with a salad and des- 
sert, is a complete meal. 


Since the South does not have 
access to the fresh whole cod, 
haddock or halibut, there must 
be some _ substitutes. Mrs. 
Churchill suggests that you sub- 
stitute freshly frozen fillets 
from Maine, Boston or Nova 
Scotia. 


ATLANTA VERSION OF 
MAINE FISH CHOWDER 


1 lb. frozen cod, halibut or 
haddock fillets (without 
skin) 

potatoes 

onion, sliced thin 

lb. salt pork 

tsp. salt 

tsp. pepper 

qt. milk 

cup water 

unsalted soda crackers 


Slice and cube salt pork and 
gently fry until crisp. Strain 
into a pot and add the potatoes 
and onions. Simmer until pota- 
toes are done in one cup of 
water. Add the fish still frozen 
to preserve all the flavor and 
the scalded milk with salt and 
pepper. Gently cook without 
boiling, until fish breaks up. Add 
the broken crackers and the 
pork scraps. Stir and serve in 
soup tureen. 


“Although fresh seafood is 
always available,’ continued 
Mrs. Churchill, “there is also a 
demand for haddock that has 
been dried, smoked and salted. 
It is delicious when poached 
in milk or cooked in cream 
sauce,” she added. 


POACHED FINNAN HADDIE 

Place 2 lbs. of Finnan Haddie 
in baking. dish and cover with 
half water and half milk. Bake 
in slow oven for 30 minutes or 
until the fish flakes. The New 
Englanders serve it with 
mashed potatoes.

are also used to enhance the 
rich goodness of seafood. 


Fish may be baked in a well- 
greased pan or placed on a bed 
of vegetables—carrots, onions, 
and celery—and dotted with but- 
ter or fat. Bake at 400 degrees. 
Figure about 8 to 10 minutes 
cooking time per pound. The 
fish is done when the flesh 
flakes easily. 


BROILING OR GRILLING 

If you prefer broiling or grill- 
ing fish, be sure the grill is hot 
enough to mark the fish when 
you place it on the grill. The 
cooking time is usually 5 to 6 
minutes to each side, depending 
on the size of the fish. 


Preheat the broiler for 10 min- 
utes. Oil the broiler well or 
place the fish in a separate pan 
placed on top of the broiler rack. 
This pan should be well oiled or 
lined with foil so that the fish 
doesn't stick. Baste once or 
twice during the broiling process 
and there is no need for turn- 
ing the fish. 


Fillets should be oiled, floured 
and basted during the cooking 
process. There’s no need for 
turning. Place two inches from 
flame and cook for 5 to 8 min- 
utes. Season after cooking. 


FISH STEAKS 


Dust steaks with flour and dot 
with fat. Turn once and baste 
once or twice. Allow 6 to 10 
minutes cooking time, depend- 
ing on thickness. 


If you are deep frying, have 
fat register at 375 degrees and 
lower fish in basket. / Cook for 
3 to 5 minutes and séason after 
removing. 


CAKE MIXES 


Three new cake mixes,havé 
reached the Atlanta market.
